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GJHtHELirS REPORT 


TO CONGRESS 
THURSDAY 


It Presents ID Detail Evidences of Rebating by Which the 


Standard Oil Company Has Been Enabled to 


Crush Out All Competition, 


Washington, May 17—The full re- 


port of Commissioner of Corporations 
Garfield regarding the relation of the 
Standard Oil company with the great 
railroads of the country, a synopsis of 
which was sent to Congress by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt May 4, was made pub- 
lic today. It was delivered to Con- 
gress, accompanied by a. formal let- 
ter of transmittal from the President 
without comment. The document 
consists of 800 printed pages, about 
250,000 wodrs. 


It presents in detail the evidences 


of rebating and secret rating by 
•which the Standard has been able to 
crush out competition and pile up in- 
ordinate profits. The most interest- 
ing features of the report are repro- 
duced in a special 
letter from Gar- 


field to the Pesident,, designed as ?n 
answer to the Standard's defense is- 
sued shortly after the publication of 
the original summary. 


In this letter Garfield says: 
"Messrs. Rogers and Archbold, offi- 


cers of the Standard, are quoted as 
saying: 


" 'It" the New England roads ought 


to pro-rate, but refuse to do so, it 
must occur to some one somewhere, 
that perhaps the New England roads 
and not the^Standard are blameable.' 


•'As shown in chapter III. of the 


report the Standard 
for years has 


enormously benefited by the refusal 
of New England roads to pro-rate, 
and a representaives 
of the 
Newlc 


York, New Haven & Hartford system 
states that the Standard 'wanted the 
road not to pro-rate.' 


"Messrs. Rogers and Archbold are 


quoted as saying, regarding the 
Whiting-St. Louis rate: 
" 'It is quite true that having our 


oil at Whiting and desiring to trans- 
port it to points in the interior of Illi- 
nois, we used the state rates.' 


"As shown in chapter VII. of the 


report all shipmenlsTfor Whiting into, 
Illinois, are inter-state. The mere 
inclusion-ot Whiting into the Chicago 
switching district, by an application 
sheet does not make Whiting an Illi- 
nois shipping point. As shown in Ihe 
report the Standard has used tlve lo- 
cation of Whiting for the purpose of 
claiming the railroad 
to use either 


Indiana state rates or Illinois state 
rates as best Suited its convenience. 
The railroad way bills show that the 
Standard directed that hundreds of 
these cars billed from 
Whiting to 


East St. Louis without unloading and 
the railroad records show that hun- 
dreds more went on without unload- 
ing to many parts of the southwest, 
which fact the Standard 
necessarily 


knew. 
"Messrs. Rogers and Archbold say 


further: 
" 'The case of the shipment from 


New York to Vermont is susceptible 
to like explanation.' 


"As shown in chapter III- of the 


report both the Standard as shipper 
and the railroad 
as carrier 
were! 


aware-that the secret rate from Clean 
to Rochester was used for through 
shipments to Vermont, and the Stan- 
dard traffic officers were aware that 
secret rates were used on shipments 
from Burlington to points in Ver- 
mont on oil 
moving direct 
from 


Clean. 
"Messrs. Rogers and Archbold are 


quoted as saying: 
" 'Again be (the commisisoner of 


corporations^ has no control what- 
ever over state rates, which by th*' 
law are put under the jurisdiction of 
the state authorities and over which 
the bureau of commerce nor the m- 
ter-<=tate commerce commission have 
any control. 
But all of this aside.- 


there have been no secret rates nor 
unlawful discriminations in the in- 
terests of the Standard.'

Oarficld's letter also «-ontams an- 


swers to statements made on bshalf 
of ihe railroads in reply to his orig- 
inal allegations as published in the 
j»«inniary. 


Quoting 1hP denial of

railroad, that ibc ssntvial rnte from 
Oloan to RofhPStor 
applied to any- 


rnin.e but crude oil 
an'J unnn^hpl 


products aad his statement ihat the 


rate was not and never had been se- 
cret, Chandler says: 


"The rate of 9 cents a barrel was 


approved by J. B. Thuysr Jr., March 
10, 1902, and applied to 'oatroleium 
products.' This rate was unknown 
to independent shippers 
and there 


were printed at the top of the rate 
order in capital letters 
and under- 


scored, the words: 'Not to be post- 
ed.' " 


Answering J. W. Blabon. freight 


traffic manager of the Chicago and Al- 
ton railroad, who said the six cent 
rate to East St. Louis, Ills., did not 
apply from Whiting, Ind., but from 
Carell, 111., Garfleld states that the 
evidence procured by him shows that 
the East St. Louis shipments were not 
state shipments as alleged, "'but were 
in fact carried through from Whiting 
to East St. Louis, or St. Louis, or 
points beyond, and that the records of 
each "of the roads hauling this freight 
showed that the agents and officers of 
such roads knew of the 
interstate 


character of the traffic." 


George Crosby, freight traffic man- 


ager of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy railwav, was also quoted 
as 


saying that the rates complained of by 
the commissioner of corporations were 
not interstate 
rates. 
Garfleld 
re- 


plies: ' 


"The records of the Chicago, Bur- 


lington and Quincy show that the six 
cent rate was applied on hundreds of 
cars which moved from Whiting to 
East St. Louis and St. Louis, as shown 
directly on the way bills." 


J. T. Harahan, second vice president 


of the 
Illinois Central railroad was 


quoted as saying that all oil rates on 
his road weie open and that there had 
been no discrimination in favor of the 
Standard. To this statement Garfleld 
replies:

—Behanzin, the former king ot Da- 
homey, who has been interned here 
since 1891, took passage on the French 
steamer 
Martinique 
for Bordeaux, 


from which place he will continue to 
Blidah, Algeria, and there remain a 
prisoner, close to that other royal cap- 
tive, Ranavalo, Queen of Madagascar. 


The life of the old warrior here was 


a sad one, notwithstanding the fact 
that his three wives, two daughters 
and only son were his constant com- 
panions, and the further fact that his 
movements in Martinique were not 
restricted. He was free to move about1 


yet while the possibilities of escaping 
from the island were remote, some

The most unique 
case investigated by the commission 
was that ot Miss Lucy Ernst of Phil- 
adelphia, who was awarded a silver 
medal for saving the life of Harry 
Schoenhut. a 10-j ear-old boy who was 
bifen by a. rattlesnake. Ihey were 
out in the woods together when the 
snake btruck him on the arm. 
Miss 


Ernst immediately applied her lips to 
the wound and sucked some of the 
poison from it and then 
took 
the 


boy's pocket knife and cut away 
the 


flesh about 
the 
wound. She then 


helped him to the Porter's LaKe Hunt- 
ing and Fishing club. 
Four 
hours 


later, when a physican arrived, the 
boy was out of danger. Miss Ernst 
was ill for H week. A fever sore which 
she had o:1 '-cr MD at the time made 
her act all the more courageous and 
dangerous. 


On February 16. 190G, about 5:CO p. 


m., at Elyria, Ohio, Walter H. Mur- 
bach, aged 22 years, a machinist, res- 
cued John I. Allen, aged 13 years, a 
schoolboy, who had broken 
through 


the ice on the west branch of Black 
river in an attempt to save a com- 
panion. 
It was necessary for him to 


break ice in front of him as he swam, 
and after going about 30 feet he be- 
came too weak to continue 
and re- 


)5irned to shore, where a frame door 
about four by six feet had been ob- 
tained hy others, and supported by 
this Murbach returned to the rescue, 
a distance of 90 feet, when he placed 
Allen on the door anrl swam with it 
back to the shore, having been in the 
water 30 minutes. 
The temperature 


was 20 degrees above zero, the water 
from 10-to 14 feet deep, covered with 
ice about an inch thick. He is a son 
of one of Elyria's substantial citizens.

Lifeboats could not be used in taking 
thp men from 
the schooner to the 


tu%, and it was necessary to steer the 
tug close enough to the Yukon to en- 
able the men to jump from one boat 
to the other. 


The maneuver was made three times 


before thp six men succeeded in get- 
ting aboard. 
In the last attempt a 


portion of the gunwales on the star- 
board side of the tug was broken by 
comin? in contact with the Yukon. 
Captain Heagerty is regarded as one of 
the best navigators on the lakes.

Reflection upon 
the scuttling of

profound regret

One must deplore the fact that Mr. 
Roosevelt, who had HO completely 
won the confidence of thf> people as 
the long-awaited champion of their 
cause against corporate greed, who 
had so aroused their admriation for 
assured courage, steadfastness 
and 


loyalty, should so palpably weaken 
f 


and finally display such susceptibil- 
itly to the wiles of the very agencies 
he valiantly engaged to curb. 


Rarely has a knight waging relent- 


less warfare for the people's welfaie 
been 
so helplessly entrapped. 
His 


long experience in many offices, his 
natural vigor and acuteness of mind, 
his fondness tor 
higher 
planes of 


thought, all conspired to relieve the 
popular, anxiety over any chance of 
his being unhorsed and having 
his 


lance shattered. 


The cherished hope, the almost cer- 


tain assurance, 
that

effective 


measure to control the railroads and

AN ATTEMPT 


AT BRIBERY 


Alleged by the Wisconsin Insurance 


Commissioner. 


APPEARS BEFORE COMMITTEE 


Asserts the Secretary of State Made 


an Effort to Influence His Decision 
In an Insurance Case—Denial Made 
by the Secretary, Who Testifies In 
His Own Behalf, 


Milwaukee, May 17. — State Insur- 


ance Commissioner Host testified be- 
fore the legislative Insurance investi- 
gating committee of Wisconsin that 
June 16, 1903, the day on which the 
hearing in the case of the state of 
Wisconsin against tie Equitable Life 
Assurance society for a compulsory 
distribution of the surplus of that com- 
pany to Wisconsin policy-holders was 
to be held by him, Secretary of State 
Walter L. Houser entered the insur- 
ance commissioner's office and said 
that if Mr. Host would render a de- 
cision in accordance with a slip hand- 
ed by Mr. Houser to Mr. Host, which 
would have been a decision favorable 
to the Equitable company, that the 
Equitable 
Life Assurance 
society 


would give $2,000 toward a campaign 
fund for a renomination of the state 
officers in the succeeding campaign. 
Mr. Host testified that hef told Mr. 
Houser that he would think the mat- 
ter over. His decision was against 
the Equitable Life Assurance society, 
which afterward took the case Into the 
courts and there obtained a rule ad- 
verse to Mr. Host's order for a com- 
pulsory distribution of the surplus on 
deferred dividend policies at least 
once in five years. 


Insurance Commissioner1 Host fur- 


ther testified that Robert Luscombe, 
who has for years represented eastern 
insurance , companies before various 
legislatures, telephoned to him three 
times from Chicago, between June 16 
and July 31, 1903, the latter having 
been the day on which Mr. Host ren- 
dered his decision, and asked Mr. 
Host to come to Chicago, saying he 
thought he had an argument' which 
would convince Mr. Host that the stat- 
ute in question was not compulsory. 


Frank Bryant, a "clerk in the office 


of the Insurance commissioner, testi- 
fied in corroboration of Mr. Host that 
on June 16, 1903, he entered the office 
of Mr. Host iust as Secretary of State 
Houser was leaving, and that Mr. 
Houser appeared very much excited. 
Mn Bryant said" Mr," Holt showed him 
the Equitable slip introduced In evi- 
dence and told him of the offer which 
the .secretary of state had made. 


Secretary of "state Houser took the 


stand in his own defense and admitted 
that he and Luscombe were friends, 
and declared that Luscombe had hand- 
ed him the written slip of paper which 
he had handed to Mr. Host, and re- 
quested that he give it to the insur- 
ance commissioner. Mr. Houser, how- 
ever, emphatically denied that any 
mention was made of a campaign fund 
contribution at that time. Mr Houser 
admitted that he had asked Mr. Host 
to request contributions from insur- 
ance companies for a political cam- 
paign fund against Congressman Jo- 
seph W. Babcock in the Third Wiscon- 
sin district, and said Mr. Host had not 
taken unkindly to the suggestion, but 
said 'he would think the matter over. 
Both Secretary of State Houser and 
Commissioner Host have been among 
the most prominent LaFollette men of 
this state. 


Secretary Houser is running for a 


third term, and in his testimony he in- 
timated strongly that he considered 
the charges a campaign move against 
him.

In rebuttal, after Mr. Houser's tes- 


timony. Insurance Commissioner Host 
declared Mr. Houser had never ap- 
proached him in regard to obtaining 
Insurance campaign funds against Mr. 
Babcock.

Pennsylvania Railway Officials Are 


Presented With Stock. 


REVELATIONS 
AT 
INQUEST 


Money Alee Said to Have Been Used 


With the Object of Securing Better 
Facilities From the 
Corporation. 


Important Witnesses Before the In 
terstate Commerce Commission. 


Philadelphia, May 17.—Three Impor 


tant witnesses were heard during the 
Inquiry of the interstate commerce 
commission into alleged discrimina- 
tion by railroad companies infthe dis 
tribution of cars to operators ia the 
soft-coal fields. 


Interesting testlmonywas offered by 


George W. Creighton, superintendent 
of the Pennsylvania division of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, R. K. Cassatt, 
son of President Cassatt of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad and eastern man- 
ager of the Keystone Coal and Coke 
company, and John M. Jamison of 
Greensburg, Pa., president of the Jam- 
ison Coal and Coke company. Mr. 
Creighton admitted that he held stock 
in several coal companies, and that 
the stock had been presented to him. 
Mr. Jamison testified that bis com- 
pany had presented Pennsylvania rail 
road officials with stock in his com 
pany, with the object of securing bet- 
ter treatment and facilities from the 
corporation. He also said that Robert 
Pitcairn, now assistant to President 
Cassatt, had declined a proffer of 
stock, saying that he preferred the 
money. Mr. Jamison bought the stock 
back from him for $5,000. 


R K. Cassatt told the commission 


that at one time, when the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad company was suffering 
from a scarcity of coal cars, it had 
relinquished its claim to 500 cars or- 
dered from the Pressed Steel Car com- 
pany and that the cars had been pur- 
chased by the Keystone Coal and Coke 
Company. 
Another interesting wit- 


ness was G, W. Clark, Pennsylvania 
railroad car distributor at Altoona. 
He told of having received monthly a 
check for $50 from Captain Alfred 
Hicks, a mine operator, and stated 
that he did not know why the money 
was sent to him. 


The North American says: "Circum- 


stantial reports that Alexander J Cas- 
satt has determined to resign the pres- 
idency of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
company in consequence of the start- 
ling disclosures in the railroad coal 
vestigation 
reached the interstate 


commerce commission. It is said that

the greatest interuiban center in the 
btatn. 
W. Keslcy Schoepf yesterday 


made this statement at the meeting ot 
the stockholders of the Buckeye Lake 
road. 


Where this station will be located 


is not yet known as local conditions 
have not been studied. It may be 
Thiid street between Town and Rich 
.streets and it may be in an entirely 
different part of the city. The loca- 
tion is a matter yet to be worked out. 


In speaking of a new station Mr. 


Schoepf said: "It is our intention to 
give our roads in Columbus as good 
terminal and station facilities as we 
possibly can. We will erect a new 
union station here but where it will be 
located I can not say. The options 
taken on South 
Third street were 


taken at the instance of Dr. Hartman 
and I believe were assigned to me for 
a term running two years. However, 
this location has not 
been decided 


upon. As yet we can not say where 
the station will be erected. That is 
a matter to be worked out and will 
be taken up as soon as we can get 
cleai of this pending consolidation and 
the organization of our holding com- 
pany. 


"The Columbus station will be mod- 


eled along the lines of the traction 
station at Indianapolis and while it 
may not be as extensive as that ij: will 
lie one to which Columbus can point 
with piide. 
It is also oar intention 


fo erect a fine station in Dayton and 
also in Springfield. All of these mat- 
terh. however, will come up after our 
organization and reorganization work 
is completed. We hope to get busy 
on the Columbus terminal and station 
problem sometime this summer." 


The statement of Mr. Schoepf that 


ihe site in Third between Rich and 
Town streets has not been definitely 
decided upon as the location for the 
Columbus station will be ?ood news to 
those near the present station.
